WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The question of ad- 
journment is now the absorbing topic among 
members of both houses of Congress. Sena- 
tar Gray said that Congress would adjourn on 
Friday. Speakér Crisp says that the House 
will be ready to adjourn at almost any time, 
and thinks that Friday or Saturday will be 
decided upon. The delay is necessary in or- 


der that the Senate may clear up many nom- 


inations which are now befcre it. Among 


these is the nomination of Mr. Hornblower 


for Associate Justice of the Supreme Court. 
Mr. Cleveland is very anxious to have this 
nomination confirmed before adjournment. 
Besides there are a number of other nomina- 
tions which it is thought important to have 
action upon before the dissolution. 

Ine Administ ration is said to be anxious to 
have passed before adjotrnment the bill ex- 
tending the Chinese law. It is understood 
that several concessions have been made on 
this account. The Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations at first determined to pass 
simply the first section of the bill as it came 
from the House, cutting offall the amend- 
ments which Mr. Geary offered and which 
were adopted by the House. The reason for 
this is that itis feared by the friends of the 
bill thatif any amendments are made toit 
it will fail to pass before adjourn- 
ment.

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WORK ON HAND. 


A Bitter Fight Expected in the House on 
the Bankruptcy Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2.—Congress will 
have plenty of business to begin work upon 
when it assemblies in December. The com- 
mittees have not been idle during the ex- 
traordinary session, and have placed upon 
the calendar of both Senate and House a 
number of bills which will be called up at an 
early day. 

Inthe House there will be the pending 
business, the bankruptcy bill. Gen. Oates 
has lost all hope of getting a vote on this 
measure at this session. During the time 
that yet remains for its considera ion before 
adjournment this session he willtry to have 
an agreement by which the bill will be eon 
sidered under the five-minute rule. This 
means that it will be read by paragraphs and 
be open to amendment. The most ditter 
fight will come on some of these amend- 
ments. The bill will be attacked in every 
quarter unless the men who oppose it will 
amend it out of shape as introduced.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The representatives

CUT IN TWAIN 


Awful Method of Suicide Selected 
by J. W. Kamme. 


He Throws Himself in Front of a Van- 
dalia Locomotive, 


THE WHEELS SEVER THE UNFORTUR- 
ATE’S BODY AT THE CHEST. 


Several Cars Passed Over Him Before the 
Train Could Be Stopped— The Ghastly 
Affair Occurred at Highland, Ill., at 
6:56 This Morning, the Man Being 
Killed by thé Fast Train to Chicago. 


J. W. Kamme, a butcher, committed sui- 
cide this morning by throwing himself in 
front of the fast Chicago train on the Van- 
dalia and Illinois Central just after it had 
pulled out of Highland, a small station on 
the former road about thirty-two miles from 
St. Louis. Engineer Andy Orspring was just 
getting his engine under good headway when 
the man, who had been walking carelessly 
by the side of the track, suddenly threw 
himself in front of the moving train. The 
engine was within ten feet of him when the 
man cast himself across the track and 
grasped the opposite rail. In an instant his 
body was torn and mangled and his life 
which seemed to have been a burden to him 
had left him forever. Even the engineer, 
one of the coolest and nerviest on the whole 
line and a man who has witnessed more than 
once the horrors incidental to the life of a 
railroad man turned sick when he saw the 
grim desperation of that half

Even at the moderate rate of speed the 
train had attained in its short run, the en- 
gine, baggage and mail cars and one of the 
coaches had passed overthe body, severing 
it in twain at the bust. The body was placed 
on a board and given over to the 
charge of the supervisor of the town- 
ship to await the Coroner’s ver- 
dict, which will probably be _ suicide, 
The saddest feature of the case is that 
Kamme leaves a wife and nine children with 
but small material resources. 

Itis said that he was addicted to drink, 
often getting on a spree, and it is supposed 
that in a fit of remorse fora recent debauch 
or in desperation at the prospect of such a 
future as he saw tor himself he committed 
suicide.

In a police court to answer a charge 
of attempted suicide, Agnes Nichol 
is the name she gives. When she 
Called at the Elizabeth Home last even- 
ing she told the matron she had arrived from 
Chicago that morning, was without relatives 
in this city and wished to stay at the Home 
until she could secure employment. Her 
ladylike manners impressed the matron, who 
asked where she had been last employed. 
Miss Nichol said she had a _  situa- 
tion as companion to a lady in 
Chicago. She had had a great deal of trouble, 
she said,and for that reason had left her 
brothers and sisters in Missouri. Her parents, 
she said, were dead. 

There are two dormitories and half a dozen 
small private rooms in the Home. Miss 
Nichol paid $1.60 for a room for one week. 
She took the money from a pocket-book in 
which there were a number of bills. 

The young woman told the matron on 
Tuesday morning that she would like to do 
clerical work of some kind, it her lack of re- 
commendations would prevent her from get- 
ting a position as a companion or teacher. 
She was told that the same Objection held for 
clericai positions and that she would prob- 
ably have to go out as a servant. 

Oh, I can do house work, too, she said; 
„Ind any kind of work. 

She set out Tuesday morning to look for a 
place, she said, and did not return until 8 
o’clock in the evening. She stopped in the 
matron’s room before going to bed, and said 
that she had called on a woman who had be- 
friended her in Chicago who was staying at 
the Hotel Brunswick. She was told, how- 
ever, she sald, that her friend 
was out of the . A cham- 
bermaid went into Miss Nichol’sroom at 
7 0’clock yesterday morning, she found the 
young woman up but not dressed. She spoke 
to her and Miss Nichol answered cheerfully. 
When she did not come to breakfast at 9 
o’clock the maid went to call her. she found 
Miss Nichol lying on the bed apparently ina 
deep sleep. On the floor was a half-ounce 
vial from which the label had been care- 
fully scratched, The matron and her as- 
Sistant worked ten minutes over the 
young woman before she could speak a 
word. In the meantime Dr. Bellamy had 
been summoned. The doctor restored the 
girl to consciousness and sent for an ambu- 
lance, At the hospital Miss Nichol was again 
questioned, She said there that she was 23 
years old, that her parents, whose names 
were John and Nellie, were dead; that she 
had been born in Missouri and had brothers 
and sisters living. To all other questions 
she turned a deaf ear. At the hospital late 
last night she was out of danger. There was 
no reason apparent to the doctors why she 
should try to commit suicide. Miss Nichol 
was still determined not to give any informa- 
tion that might give her relatives or friends 
a clew,

M’CLINTOCK LEARNS THE FACTS 
FROM THE POST-DISPATCH, 


The Article in Last Bvenine’s Paper 
Giving an Account of the Guilty

When seen at the Union Depot upon bis ar- 
rival McClintock coolly told a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter that he expected to stay in St. Louis 
a few days and that then heand Mrs. Thomp- 
son would go East and be married. It was 
not Known then that he hada wife in this 
cityand when he said that ‘‘anybody who 
knows Mrs. Thompson and myself 
knows that there is no Improper ro- 
lationship between us, the true 
effrontery ofthe remark: could not be prop- 
erly appreciated. McCiintock, it appears, is 
a man of varied matrimonial experience, and 
if he carries out his intention to marry Mrs.

A BLANCHED PACE. 


Assassin Prendergast Arraigned and 
Pleaded Not Guilty. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—Patrick Eugene Joseph 
Prendergast, the murderer of Mayor Har- 
rison, was arraigned in Judge Horton“ 
court to-day. The court - room was crowded 
and when the prisoner was led in by the 
jailer the spectators jumped to their 
feet. The action terrified Prender- 
gast and with blanched face he crouched 
close to the officers. He could scarcely stand 
and had to be assisted to his seat. When 
the indictment was read Prendergast re- 
sponded nervously: ‘‘Not guilty.’’ 

Ha ve you an attorney?“ asked the Judge. 

No, but I expect to get one, résponded 
the prisoner faintly. The judge then an- 
nounced that the case would be continued to 
give Prendergast an opportunity to secure 
counsel, and the assassin was led trembling 
back to his cell. The prisoner hai evidently 
intended to make a speech in the court-room, 
but his fear of mob violence reduced him toa 
state of abject terror, and he seemed giad to 
get back to jail. 

An excited crowd of over 1,000 laboring 
people participated last night in the hanging 
in effigy of Prendergast on Canalport ave- 
nue.

BEING ARGUED 


Taking of Testimony Concluded 
in the Landau Case. 


Instructions Given by Judge Edmunds 
to the Jury. 


SEVERAL WITNESSES IN REBUTTAL 
PLACED ON THE STAND. 


John Heggwood Testifies That Walter 
Whitmen Told Him Last Sunday 
That He Could Get More by 
Testifying for the Landaus Than by 
Testifying Against Them—Reoords of 
the Inquest Missing From the Cor- 
oner’s Office. 


It was nearly 12 o’clock to-day when the 
trial of Alex Landau was resumed in the 
Criminal Court. The State continued the 
taking of evidence in rebuttal. De- 
tective H. Wasson of Belleville testi- 
fled that he went to Hertzel's car- 
riage factory to loox for a red-geared 
buggy with a policeman and found the 
vehicle. This was a few days after the death 
of Miss Tovell.

Its Present Attitude Is Not a New De- 


parture or a Promuigation of a Novel 
Policy—Now Ocoupies the Same Posi- 
tion Towards the Libsrais It Has Al- 
ways Held—Home Rule Ohances Can- 
vassed—Foreign. f 


Loyrpon, Nov. 2.—Mr. T. P. O'Connor. M. 
F., President of the Irish National League 
of Great Britain, on Oct. 30 
wrote a letter, giving his views 
ofthe recent utterances of Mr. John Red- 
mond, M. P., leader of the Parnellite faction 
of the Nationalist party. Mur. John Redmond, 
M. P., addresses a reply to Mr. O’Connor, 

Mr. O’Connor’s letter, it should be added, 


was prominently printed in the English 


newspapers and considerably commented 
upon, editorially, by the Times and other 
London papers of prominence. The follow- 
ing letter is of peculiar interest in view of 
the opening of Parliament and the attitude 
to be adopted by the Independent party to- 
wards the Government. Mr. Redmond says: 


The attitude adopted by the Independent 


party of Ireland toward the Government has 
been already misunderstood and misrepre- 
sented. It has been ascribed asa new de- 
parture and as the promulgation of a new 
policy. It is nothing of the kind. Our 
position and our policy toward the Liberal 
party to-day are precisely what they 
have been all along. We are ready 
and willing to support them so long 
as they remain faithful to their pledges to 
Ireland; but weare absolutely independent 
of them and mean to let them know that any 
paltering with home rule may convert us 
from supporters to opponents. 

Our recent declarations have been con- 
strued into meaning that we have decided to 
throw Mr. Gladstone out of power and re- 
store Lord Salisbury. Nothing could 
be more absurd or more untrue. 
What we have decided upon is to 
let the present Government clearly 
understand that their existence depends 
upon Irish votes and that the price to be 
paid for these votes is strict adherence to the 
letter and spirit of their pledges on the ques- 
tion of Home Rule. 

**What, it may be asked, has happened to 
call this matter in question at all? 

Now, I reply, that since Mr. Parnell’s 
disappearance a change has come over the 
aspect of home rule. While he lived and 
commanded a united party the British people 
were told by Mr. Gladstone and 
every other Liberal leader that Ire- 
land blocked the way and that 
in order to obtain British reforms it was 
necessary first of all to pass home rule. Now

eral election the Newcastle programme, 
which contains a long list of British reforms, 
mrust first be dealt with. 

‘*We were promised that if the House of 
Lords dared to reject the home rule bill that 
a powerful agitation would spring up against 
It in Great Britain. The bill has been re- 
jected and noone in England, Scotland or 
Wales seemsto resent its rejection in the 
smallest degree. ? 

It has been said lately, notably by Mr. T. 
P. O’Connor, in the American press that we 
are demanding from the Government the 
reintroduction of the home ruie bill or an 
immediate dissolution of Parliament. We 
have never made any such demand, 

»The position, as it appears to us, seems to 
be of this character. Home rule undoubt - 
edly has fallen far fromthe high position it 
held in Great Britain before Mr. Parnell's 
overthrow. There is no enthusiasm 
behind It; it is no longer as 
urgent as it was when the 
powerful leader and his united party made 
the government of the Empire practically 
impossible to any ministry which rejected 
their demands. 

he majority of Irish National members 
to-day are part and reel of the Liberal 
party, and consequently there is no Irish 

liticitan who has it in his power to dictate 
erms to Great Britain. ‘these were the con- 
sequences certain to follow from the 
destruction of Parnell, They are the hard 
facts of the political condition of to-day. 
When the Government says to us thatin 
order to win the next electionitis neces- 
sary for them to pass certain Brit- 
ish reforms before a dissolution of 
Parliament it would be childish upon our 

rt to deny it. We have never done 80 
Bue we have considerable power still left ih 
our hands and we are bound to use it for the 
purpose of insuring that only a proper kind 
of iritish reforms are proceeded with and 
that the elections are not postponed in- 
definitely. 

Thus there is no question that home rule 
will be shelved, and thatthe next four or 
five years will be devoted to British affairs, 
and the chance of seeing a Parliament on 
College Green will be gone for a genera- 
tion. So soon as the Briton finds once 
more that the government of Ireland has be- 
come an easy and pleasant task, and that 
his parliament at Westminster can devote it - 
self, undisturbed by the hateful Irish ques- 
tion,to the pressing needs of the British mas- 
ses, all by the simple expedient of introduc- 
ing a home rule Dill and then hanging it 

soon may we regard the opportunity 
which Parnell brought about as 
absolutely gone. The Liberals may quietl 
remain and enjoy the sweets of office an:

I 
there was a law which enabled us to hold 
witnesses or to put them under bonds to ap- 
pear and prosecute such cases we might be 
able to do something. California and New 
York State have such alaw, but in Missouri 
if the prosecuting witness objects to remain- 
ing nothing can be doneto compel them. 
Even in instances where such operations re- 
sult in the death of the person it is performed 
upon we have not been abie to secure a con- 
viction, owing to the delays of court pro- 
ceedings and the tampering with witnesses. 
People who have such operations performed 
naturally ovject to any notoriety, 
and besides many of them are 
poor and live away from st. Louis. 
At present it must be confessed that mal- 
practitioners can carry on their business 
with comparative impunity. 

Robert Marshall, the man who was re- 
sponsible for the girl’s condition and who 
through the transaction galso went by the 
name of Strickland, is said to be the 
proprietor of a small hotel at Mar- 
s „ Tex. Mrs. Dossen claims that 
the girl told her that he was a man 62 years 
old.

Board of Police Commissioners has no au- 
thority to repair it and can only suggest such 
improvements and giterations as we find 
needful. I have determined to adopt every 
measure in my ower to ameliorate 
its present condition and find 
that Mavor Walbridge 
warmly second me in 
We propose to put in ventilating doors and 
so arrange the place that it can be ventilated 
every morning and several times through 
the day. Otherwise ita condition is not 80 
bad; the floor is granitoid; foul odors have 
been eliminated by a plentiful use of 
disinfectants, vermin have been driven 
away by the free application of insect 
powder of which I have used about 50 pounds 
thissummer. I have attended to these mat- 
ters this summer and can say that by arrang- 
ing the ventilation asIhave suggested the 
place will be all it should be, asthe water 
supply is all right, the sewer connections 
good, the basins clean and the warmth as- 
sured,’! 

„What arrangements have you made for 
the separation of female prisoners from the 
evil associations complained of by the 
press?’’

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VERY REV. EDWAED SORIX. 


Notre Dame’s Founder and Missionary to 
the Indians to be Buried To- Morrow. 
SouTH BEND, Ind., Nov. 2.—Very Rev. 
Edward Sorin will be buried from the Church 
of the Sacred Heart, Notre Dame, to-mor- 
row morning. Bishop Rademacher of the 
Fort Wayne diocese d will celebrate solemn 
requiem mass, assisted by the prominent 
priests of Notre Dame. The sermon will be 
delivered by Archbishop Elder of Cincinnati. 
The remains will be Interred in the Com- 


munity Cemetery, between those of the late 
President, Thomas F. Walsh, and Fr. Alexis 
Grouger. 


Very Rev. Edward Sorin. 


Very Rev. Edward Sorin lived a most re- 
markable life. He was born near Paris, 
France, Feb. 6, 1814. He was graduated 
atthe University of Paris, studied for the 
priesthood and was ordained June 9, 1838. At 
the end of a year he realized a desire to work 
as a missionary among the Indians 
in this country and to better prepare 
himself to become a membor of the 
society of the Holy Cross. Shortly after - 
wards he was appointed Bishop of Bengal. 
but declinea the promotion and sailed for 
America, arriving at New York on the léth 
of September, 1841. He at once set out for 
Indiana, and there began his work among 
the Indians. He was forced to aban- 
don this work by the Superior of 
his order and to establish schools 
wherever an opportunity offered. He arrived 
atthe present site of Notre Dame Nov. 24, 
1842, with only $5 to begin the work of erecting 
a school. Ihe waste was covered with snow, 
and the only house for miles around was a 
dilapidated log hut. He spent fiVe days en 
ergetically repairing the log hut, fitting up 
half of it as a cha pel and the other half as a 
dwelling for himself and six brothers. 

He then began to build a college, Which was 
chartered as a university in 1844 by the Legis- 
lature of Indiana. From that time the Uni 
versity of Notre Dame began to prosper and 
now it is the largest Roman Catholic Uni- 
versity in the United States. 

In 1857 Fr. Sorin was appointed Provincial 
Superior of the houses of the Holy Cross in 
the United States, and in 1868 he was 
elected 8uperior-General for life. He 
crossed the Atlantic forty-three times, 
and it has been cumputed taat his 8 
equal eight times the circumference of the 
earth. Besides the University of Notre Dame, 
he established schools and colleges in every 

art of the United States and Canada. He is 
ikewise founder and Superior-General of 
the Sisters of the Holy Cross, of whom there 
are more than 800 In the United States,chiefly 
engages in conducting schools and acade- 
mies. 


Why Thomas Butler Sued.

Quarterly Meeting in Session Here—Dis- 
pleased Over Gov. Stone’s Delay. 

The regular quarterly meeting of the State 
Board of Health is being held to- 
day in parlor 22 of the Lindell, 
there being present President Griffin, 
Kansas City; Secretary, R. O. Atkinson, Dr. 
Albert Merrill, St. Louis, Dr. Wm. Hall, st. 
Joseph, Mo., and Dr. G. Gobin, Kirksville.., 
Since the last meetingof the board, May, 
1893, 190 physicians have registered 


and thirteen certificates issued to midwives. 
Certificates were refused two physicians, one 
a graduate ofthe Curtis Physeomedical Col- 
lege of Indianapolis,and the other a graduate 
of the Eclectic Medical College of Des 
Moines, Io., on the grounds that the 
colleges were not in good standing 
with the profession and ere 
not recognized by their respective 
States as medical Institutfons. The treasurer’s 
re port shows a net balance in the Treasury 
of $369.90, and an indebtedness of $1.50.

CAUSE OF THE SUIT. 
The quarrel among the Celestials originated 
on account of a laundry.

HE I8 A HERO. 


The Sad Story of Amos A. Lincoln, Who 
Saved a Woman’s Life. 

New Yor«, Nov. 2.—Dr. F. R. Meoreery of 
East Fortieth street, tells a sad story ofa 
man who three years ago proved a hero and 
savedawoman’s life. His name is Amos A, 
Lincoln, but his whereabouts are now un- 
known. At the time stated be wage patient 
in the New York. Hospital, Another inmate 


of the institution at the time 
was a beautiful young woman 
whose life could only be saved by the trans- 
fusion of blood into her system. He volun- 
turlly gave up thirty-two ounces of the 
precious fluid, which was transfused into the 
228 woman’s veins, thereby saving her 
life. 

Since his sacrifice Lincoln has not been the 
same man, He has been so weak that at 
times he has not been able to work to provide 
himself with the necessaries of life. At 
present he is without home or friends. 

Lincoln’s condition was made known by a 
gentleman who knew of his heroic action, 
and recently met him on Seventh avenue, 
ragged and starving. 

When the operation was performed in Jan- 
vary, 1890, Dr. McUCreery was resident physi- 
clan atthe hospital. He superintended the 
transfusion, assisted by Dr. Henry A. Griffin, 
now of No. 44 West Forty-eighth street. 

Early in January, 1890, Lizzie Cunningham, 
who then lived on Eighth avenue, was 
brought to the hospital nearly dead from 
inhaling illuminating gas. Dr. McCreery 
decided that to transfuse new dlood 
into her velns was her only chance 
for life. Lincoln had been a lineman for 
an electric light company, and was being 
treated tor a nervous disease, the result of 
shocks sustained in his business. He had 
plenty of biood and, as he was on the road to 
recovery, he volunteered to give Miss Cun. 
ningham enough of it to save her from death. 
Thirty-two ounces were taken from his left 


arm. 

The transfusion was successful, and Miss 
‘unninghain left the institution a few weeks 
later entirely cured. But not so with Lin- 
coln. He became weak shortly after the op- 
eration, and never has recovered health. 
The lastemployment Lincoln had was with 
Sallade & Co., No. 53 West Twenty-fourth 
street, as porter. That firm says he was a 
good worker, but he was so weak he couldn't 
perform the heavy labor required. He is 
now supposed to be wandering about the 
city without means of support.

Dr. Priest Defers Giving His Opinion of 
the Old Man’s Sanity.

Even at present the United States has 
a preponderanee of power over the r 2 
warships of any one nation present, and the 
arrival of either the New York or San Fran- 
cisco would give this country an overwhelm- 
ing weight of metal there. he foreign war- 
ships present consist of two British, two 
Italian, two French, one German and one 
Chilian. 

But more interest attaches to the pur 
chase of ships by Pelxoto's commission 
than In the sailing of the New Tork. Follow. 
ing the purchase of the Morgan Line steamer 
El Cid, and negotiations for buying her 
sister ship, El Rio, it is now stated, and not 
denied by members of the Brazillian Lega- 
tion in this city, that the Eries- 
son sub-marine torpedo boat, the 
Destroyer, has been transferred to the Bra- 
zilian Government. The purchase of the 
Destroyer, coming so soon after the acquis!i- 
tion of El Cid, proves conclusively that Peix- 
oto, President of Brazil, is not stopping at 
half-way measures in the matter ef getting a 
ready-made navy with which to down the 
insurgents under Admiral Mello, who seized 
and now possesses every ship of every class 
that the Brazilian Government owned. 

The Destroyer was built dy Capt. John 
Ericsson of Monitor fame, as an experiment 
not many years before his death. er bow 
and stern are wedge-shaped. The form of 
her hull is peculiar, both ends being precisely 
alike, terminating with fine wedges, proba- 
ably sharper than any vessel of like or deeper 
draught ever carried. Her length is 130 feet, 
depth 11 feet, extreme breath 12 feet. She 
has the unusual proportion of almost eleven 
times greater length than beam, 
The helmsman stands in a pit in the forward 
end, where he may govern the vessel and 
discharge the gun. He is protected from the 
fire of the enemy by armor plate sixteen 
inches thick. He obtains a viev of the’ob- 
— of attack through a small glass port on a 

evel with his eyes. Another heavy armor 
plate protects the base of the smoke- pipe, so 
that the entire superstructure might be shot 
away and still the vessel be not disabled. 

The gun of the Destroyer is a most remark- 
able equipment. It is known as the Lassoe 
Gun. 

There is no known means of protection 
against the Lassoe gun. It can blow up any- 
thing. Hitherto it was thought that the tor- 
pedo net would prevent atorpedo fr strik - 
ing a vessel, but the testsat Newport have 
proven that the torpedo net, as now con- 
structed, is useless. The Lassoe projectile 
plerces a torpedo net as ifit were made of 
tissue-paper. The gun was made by the 
Bethlehem Iron Co., which also supplied all 
the heavy iron work torthe Destroyer, such 
as armor plates. 

The gun is 33 feet long. The projectile, 
which has a steel point and a copper cifam- 
ber for the explosive charge, is 27 feet long. 
16 inches in diameter, and weights 1,525 
pounds. The explosive charge is 300 pounds 
of powder, dynamite or gun cotton. The 
gun is mounted on the bottom of the forward 
part of the vessei, next to the keel. Its 
muzzle terminates in the stern, 7 feet below 
the water line. The water is prevented from 
rushing into the gun bya valve which opens 
and closes automatically. 

With the big dynamite gun aboard, the 
swift-filying El Cid pouring its destructive 
fire fromabove and the Destroyer’s submar- 
ine weapon threatening even worse from 
below, the Brazilian insurgents, unless they 
run up the white flag of surrender, are likely 
to get as thorough a baptism of dynamite as 
ever took place. 

As a torpedo boat for El Cid, which is 
being transformed into a formidable cruiser 
with a monster dynamite gun, the Brazilians 
are negotiating for the purchase of the crack 
steam yacht Feisem, which can attain a 
speed of thirty miles an hour. 

It seems to be the intention of President 
Peixoto to mass his fleet after getting his 
new acquisitions into Brazilian waters and 
— one engagement blow Mello’s fleet out of 

s sea. 


THAT VOUCHER INVESTIGATION. 


Regularity of the Mayor’s Action Being 
Determined by a Committee. 


The committee of five members appointed 
in accordance with the resolution of Delegate 
Ryan of the Twenty-fifth Ward to investi- 
gate the circumstances surrounding the pas- 
sage of a voucher for payment over the head 
of the City Auditor began work to-day. 
Mayor Walbridge, when asked what he 
thought of the move, said: 1 think it will 


result in enlightening the gentlemen who 
voted for it what the law is on this subject. 
In approving that voucher of the Globe 
Steam Heating Co. I acted under advice from 
the City Counselor andI accept his opinion 
as the law.’’ 

Here,“ said Secretary Saunders, is the 
section of the charter governing the case,’’ 
He handed the reporter a type-written copy 
of the section 18, article 5 of the City Charter, 
which provides that in case of disagreement 
between the Auditor and Comptroller about 
certifying accounts, either of them or the 
Mayor may allow the accounts. 

The law laid down by the City Counselor in 
the case was that the work at the Insane 
Asylum had been done under the emer- 
gency clause“ for necessary repairs, which 
are usually supplied by the Commissioner of 
Supplies. a 

Mr. Ryan, who introduced the resolution, 
holds that a special ordinanee for the work 
was passed and approved in April, 1992, and 
the Board of Public Improvements threw it 
aside and ordered their president to have it 
done as he saw fit. Under the ordinance the 
Building Commissioner was to prepare the 
plans ang supervise the work. The Presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Improvements 
ignored him entirely, and yet asked him to 
approve the voucher for the work, which he 
refused to do. Auditor Brown held 
that the board had super- 
seded its powers and would not 
audit the} voucher, whereupon the Mayor 
stepped in and signed it and the City Treas- 
urer paid It. 

Mr. @yan held that this was all irregular 
and that an investigation will show that the 
voucher should not have been paid in that 
way. 

Mr. Ryan’s Investigating Committee has 
commenced work.

STREETS. 


Arguments For and Against the Bill In- 
troduced by Councilman Ferriss. 
Councilman Ferriss introduced a resolution 
in the Council Tuesday night whieh was 
adopted and which, in substance, provides 
that all streets in St. Louis running north 
and south shall be numbered and not 


named, 

His object, he stated, was to obviate the 
confusion which at present prevails in a large 
section of the city where the streets are all 
named and are not known by the numbers to 
which they would correspond in a proper 
classification. An amendment was attached 
to the resolution requesting the Board of 
Pnblic Improvements to prepare and submit 
an ordinance to carry out the sense of the 
resolution. 

Mayor Walbridge, when asked what he 
thougnt of the resolution, said he did not see 
that much real good could be accomplished 
by it owing to the culiar manner in which 
the streets of the city were laid out. 

For instance. he said, Grand avenue 
leaving the river at the north of the city 
almost strikes it 9 at the south. Grand 
avenue would be Thirty-sixth street at Olive, 
and yet it would be First street at the north 
end. ‘The same difficulty presents itself with 
Jefferson avenue, which meets Broadway 
both at the north and south of the city. 
There is bound to more or less 
confusion which at present I think the 
names tend to obviate. It might be well to 
number tne streets west of Grand avenue, 
but I would rather the Board of Public Im- 
provements take the problem and solve it.“ 

Street Commissioner Murphy said he was 
inclined to consider Mr. Ferriss’ resolution 
very favorably. 

A good system of numbering the north and 
south streets would simplify matters for 
strangers. The confusion arising from the 
elliptical sha ofthe city would in time be 
obviated, and besides the numbers on the 
houses would serve asa guide to indicate the 
numbers ofthe streets. There might be some 
objection to the change on the score of senti- 
ment as many people might wish to have the 
old family names perpetuated. This is a 
false idea in a large city, and simple systems 
should be adopted. I favor the numbering 
scheme. 

The Board of Public Improvements will 
probably give a public hearing on the ques- 
tion before preparing an ordinance.

The House-to-Housel Canvas Commenced 
in the City To-Day.

HE HAS HOPES OF SECURING THE NEC- 
ESSARY EVIDENCE, 


Looks to the Fishback-Brown Oase 
Bring to Light the Factts—Striking 
Evidence of Fraud Developed in the 
Contest of Whitehill Against Lehman 
for a Seat in the House of Delegates. 


The persons responsible for the frauds in 
the last election, brought to Nght by Re- 
corder Carlisle’s recount filed in the 
Circult Court in the contested election 
cases, will not escape paying the legal 
penalty of their guilt. Assistant Circuit At- 
torney MeDopald said to-day: ‘‘The Grand- 
jury will watch the progress of the contested 
election cases in the Circuit Court, and 
every evidence of fraud, either on 
the part of voters or. election of- 
ficials, brought to light will 
be investigated and the guilty brought to ac. 
count. Itis ahard matterto bring people 
to punishment for election frauds, for 
strangely enough, there is a sentiment 
against clapping people in prison 
for this sort of crime. That 
is what we nad to contend against when the 
Grand-jury investigated the last e'ection. 
We made a thorough investigation, and 
though we came upon fraud we could not get 
to the bottom facts. There was so much 
unwilling and actually perjured testimony. 
Now, when tliese cases come up in the Cir- 
cult Court, access to the ballots can be had and 
fraudulent returns will be brought to light. 
We count on the Brown-Fishback case to 
show the repeating frauds and from the re- 
count it looks as.though the Hovse of Dele- 
gates contests would develop some things to 
investigate in the conduct of judges 
and clerks. The matter will 
be watcled closely and the 
Gran4d-jury will have everything in the 
nature of crookedness or clew to crookedness 
that develops at these trials put before it for 
investigation.’’ 

GLARING EVIDENCE. 

There isa great dealof consolation in Mr. 

McDonalda’s position for those anxious 


for honest elections, One the face 
of the returns made to the Ctreult 
court by Recorder Carlisle in the 
contested elections there is patent 
evidence of fraud. Glarin arthmetical 
errors in counting that could be committed 
only through densest ignorance of 
the simple of addition show 
that there was something more 
thah carelessness or ignorance behind 
the misleading returns certified to the Re- 
corder by judges and clerksat the close of 
election day.

The Claim Roosevelt Has om the Favor 
of President Cleveland. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2.—A London dis- 
patch says that the nomination of James R. 
Roosevelt as Secretary of the American Lega - 
tion there has caused much comment be- 
cause of the statement made a few weeks ago 
that the appointee had contributed $10,000 to- 
ward defraying Mr. Clevelanda’s election ex- 
penses. A London paper says that Mr. 
Roosevelt was asked to make a statement 
concerning this charge, and he emphatically 


denied that there wasanytruthinit. The 
dispatch says that Ambassador Bayard 
seemed surprised that the appointment had 
been made. 

It is said in Washington thatthe cause of 
Secretary Henry White’s removal was be- 
cause he had incurred the enmity of Consul- 
General Collins, andthat Mr. Roosevelt was 
appointed on account of the record he made 
for himselfas secretary ofthe Legation at 
Vienna, during Mr. Cleveland’s first adminis. 
tration. Mr. Bayard was then Secre- 
tary of State, and when he was ap- 
pointed Ambassador to London, selected 
Mr. Roosevelt as his Secretary because of 
the excelient work done by him in Vienna. 
Soon after Mr. Cleveland came into the Pres- 
idency for the second time, it was suggested 
to Mr. Roosevelt that he "should accept the 
mission to Portugal, but the suggestion was 
declined because Mr. Roosevelt 8 to 
serve at London with his own chief. The

Mr. Roosevelt is not a politician. Like 
Ambassador Van Alen, Mr. Roosevelt lives 
abroad much of his ‘time.
